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CLASS HISTORY

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SALUTATORY ADDRESS 



Theme: DISARMAMENT 

Speaking in a manner calculated to v. <tco the sentiments of the 
ntire graduating class of e 32, it is ; " happy privilege to extend to 
11 of you here tonight, a most cordial meeting of welcome. You can, 

am sure, readily .-^nd easily imagine how comparatively little, this, o 
ur commencement would mean to us, were it not for the vact that your 
nterest in us prompts you to be our guest for this occasion, which 
aans so much to us. So then, again I say v/ith all the sincerity of 
hich I am capable — a hearty welcome to you all. 

As I venture to bro >ch the subject, with which my theme of thi3 
vening is to concern itself, J. might confide to you that I do so with 
o small amount of timidity because I realize that I am venturing on a 
ubiect, about which, there arc, perhaps, as many t^pos of opinion? as 
here arc people who h .ve opinions. But, after all, what I have pre- 
wired is an eosay, and, if I remember well, the word essay is defined 
s an attempt, and so ladies and gentlemen, do I propose to attempt 
o set forth a few of my own personal ideas 5 I say few, advisedly, be- 
ause a certain faculty member, who is very dear friend of mine, has 
eon fit to apply large quantities of rod Ink to my original composition 
ith a great deal of fluency. So, then, do 1 proceed bo that which ro- 
oins of what I originally intended to say to you about the subject, 
i s armament . 

To many, the word disarmament convoys the idea of a country's bo- 
oming all at once defenseless and an easy victim for any nation which 
hall have had the wisdom not to disarm. Therefore, before disarmament 
tsolf is discussed, v/o mu3t clearly understand what it is that we mean 
y it, for if disarmament really docs weaken a country, does make it 
cccpt a position inferior to that which it occupied before it disarmed 
hen the limiting of our military strength should have no pi -ice in our 
noughts. The position which the United States has fully oarnod through 
ts years of existance should not be lightly relinquished. But dis- 
rmament does not do that because tho strength of a country like the 
trcngth of human beings is something relative, that is, it depends for 
ts value upon the strength of the surrounding countrios. Of course, 
sing tho strength of a country before it had disarmed as a basis for 
omparison, as a 3Qrt of par, as it wero, then, naturally, the country 
below par after it ha3 disarmed, but tho cstch 13 that par i3 an 
bitrary value. 

Vftion wc take up the. comis sheet and read that little episode en- 

tlad, "Reaping up with tho JonesesJ,' wo laugh delicately and 3ay, "Isn't 

so foolish." But when we read on the front pagea of our newspapers, 

y after day, how nations are vying with each other in the way of ac- 

iring military and n-ival equipment, do wc realize that they to are 

st "Keeping up with the Joneses"? 

As I see it, disarmament is something that can be worked out because 

tor all ifc would seem t at In this age of enlightment and understanding 

eat nations could settle their differences in an intelligent and peace- 

1 way without resorting to the widespread distruction that must nec- 

sarily accompany war. Y/ar is an evil and while history records in- 

ances of where war has attained the end for which it was intended, 

ill, we, of this present day, cannot forgot tho act that the great 

rid war, at best, left everybody concerned much worse off then they 

re before it started. 

Of course the various disarmament conferences are the clearing 

uses as it were for v/hat the terms of disarmament will be for each 

tlon, but it seems to me that if the representatives at these con- 

rences proceeded definitely along the true lines of world peace and 

stice thev could arrive at an agreement which would be fair .nd just 
all.

That^ of course is as may q 
but dream or no dream, it ie my firm conviction that disarmament 
prompted by motives of universal .-justice and honesty is practicable 
and possible end that it is the only means \h. eroby we can over hope 
enjoy v/orld peace.
